ductless glands situated, as their name 
implies, above the kidneys. It is a 
powerful stimulant to the heart mus- 
cle and the circulation; it increases 
the arterial pressure (blood pressure) 
by constricting the arterioles @mall- 
est twigs of the arterial tree). The 
supra-renal gland principle is com- 
inonly used in conjunction with local 
unesthetics because when injected in- 
to the tissues it blanches them and 
prevents oozing or bleeding for the 
duration of the operation. The name 
of epinephrin has been adopted by 
<eientific workers for this duetless 
cland principle in America, and in 
England it is known as adrenin. Very 
dilute solutions of the principle ap 
plied to a mucous membrane, as that 
of the nose or the lining of the evye- 
lids, produce great blanching by con 
stricting the blood vessels, and this 
lasts perhaps an hour. Hence the sub- 
stance is much used for the temporary 
relief of such conditions as hay fever. 

A Japanese chemist, Takamine, 
first isolated the supra-renal gland 
principle, and he obtained patents cov- 
ering his discovery, which he. sold to 
American pharmaceutical interests, 

A dose of epinephrin injected into 
the muscle of the arm or leg causes 
relaxation of the spasm of the muscle 
wall of the smaller bronchial tube 
and so relieves the attack of asthma 
The effect seems to be free of objee- 
tiviatte by-efefcts so that this remedy 
is now much given by physicians. 

Adrenalin is a powerful and most 
valuable medicine, but jt doesn’t raise

upon their nromise to obtain immunity 
or protection. Up to this time no 
one claimed that either Means or any 
one else has been successful in obtain- 
ing the desired results. 

Before Public Eye. 


Means, last heard of in New York, 
has been before the public eye for 
years. During the war he was called 
before a senate committee on charges 
of being a German agent. Prior to 
that time he was tried and acquitted 
of a charge of murdering a North 
Carolina woman who made him a 
beneficiary in one of her wills. Means 
is a handsome man, slightly beyond 
middle age. suave of manner and af- 
fects the wide sombrero characteris- 
tic of the soldier of fortune. He 
has been a familiar figure about con- 
gress and has long been a friend of 
William J. Burns. head of the bureau 
of investigation of the department 
of iustice. 

He resigned as an agent of the 
department in February but Attorney 
General Seymour has communicated 
with Burns in Los Angeles to learn 
whether Means is still operating as 
a “blue ticket” or confidential agent 
on Burns’ persorgs staff of “under- 
cover” men.
